With the deadline nearing for 
farmers who are interested in the 
1960 conservation reserve, Chair­ 
man William F. Bryant of the 
Comanche County ABC commit­ 
tee. announced two changes in 
Soil Bank regulations that should 
make more farmers eligible to 
participate.
